Trieste, January 2:—Captain Ga- 
briele d’Annunzio will not remain 
in Italy, following his retirement 
as head of the “régency of Quar- 
nero,” it is asserted here. In well 
informed circies it is declared he 
will go to Rome, where he will 
place in the hands of the king all 
medals awarded him during the war, 
including the go!d medal for valor, 
the highest Italian decoration, and 
then leave the country. ; 

Delegates from the Fiume coun- 
cil did their utmost to induce Gen- 
eral Caviglia, in command of Italian 
government troops in Dalmatia, to 
allow the poet-soldier to leave 
Fiume at the- head of his legion- 
naires, but the general sternly re- 


fvsed. / 
Exchange of prisoners taken dur- 


ing the fighting at Fiume began to- 
das, 163 regulars veing surrendered 
and 100 legionnaires being returned 
to Fiume. Order is being main- 
tained in the city by special police 
organized by the national council, 
while the Italian government hag 
offered a special detail of soldiers, 
should their services be required. 

Gabriele d’Annunzio, the poet's 
son, tried to enter Fiume yestergay 
afternoon. He was a¢companied by 
Gino Beri, a. journalist, who tried 
to pass him througu tue lines, but 
he was discovered by regular forces. 
They turned him back, threatening 
to arrest him if he tried to evade 
guards sent. with him. : 

The provisional government of 
Fiume began the difg@rmament of the 
legionnaires tuday, and the regu-

Mr. Bernhardt then explained that 
“The master’ builders do not at- 
tempt to map out the policy of the 
individual members—it being pure- 
ly a mutual organization that stud- 
ies conditions, while each member 
adopts his own policy. There has 
been no agreement in effect since 
May 1, 1920, between any member 
of the members or the master build- 
ers and labor organizations.” 

Continuing, Mr. Bernhardt stated 
trat none of the contractors have 
any animosity against the labor 
unions, but that the action taken 
by them in announcing a reduction 
of pay several weeks ago was the 
result of conditions which everyone 
will be forced to consider—the lull 
in business, tight money markets, 
end the general trend consequent 
upon the deflation through which 
the whole country is passing:

Nin&t;--six hours after the bal- 
loon’s departure when fears were 
first felt for the safety of the aero- 
nauts, wireless stations and forest 
rangers in northern New York and 
southeastern Canada were notified 
to be on the lookout for the bal-

A few days later two army air- 
plines were sent from Mitchel field 
to Albany to begin an aeronautical 
search over the Adirondacks. One 
of the machines met with a mishap 
on the flight frém Albany to Glen 
Falls, their proposed base oz oper- 
ations, and the other continued the 
search ‘alone, but wifhout success. 

Canadian officials, who were ap- 
prised of the flight, first advanced 
the theory..that the aeronauts had 
landed in some remote section and 
probably would make their way to a 
lumber camp or trading post.

New York’s Big Prohibi- 
tion Enforcement Scan- 
dal, Involvirfg Illegal 
Warehouse Withdraw- 
als, Will Have Small Ef- 
fect on General Situation.

New York, January 2.—The big 
prohibition ‘ enforcement scandal 
that broke in New York with the 
arrest of two women employees in 
the state prohibition enforcément 
offices, together with several alleg- 
ed men accomplices, has no more to 
do with the real prohibition enforce- 
ment problem in the.city and the 
nation than the sniping of -one sol- 
dier in the-line had to do with the 
ending of the world war.. 

The arrests are heralded as the 
beginning of a campaign to. end,il- 
legal withdrawals of liquor from

in his defiance of socialism and he 
rejected any move to make him- 
self and the other German minis- 
ters responsible to the reichstag.

He was edu- 
cated at the Pforta gymnasium an? 
at the Universities of “Strasburg 
Leinpsic and Berlin. Entering the 
Prussian administration in 1882. he 
rose to the position of president. of 
the province of Brandenburg § !n 
1899... In 1905 he was appointed 
Prussian minister of the interior 
and two years later became imperial 
secretary of the interior and vice 
president of the Prussian ministrv 
of state. of which the chancélor 
was president. He suceeeded Prince 
von Ruelow when he became impe- 
rial ehanecellor in 1909. i. 

Following his retirement from 
stfice, Dr. von. Bethmann-Holiweeg 
took up his residence at Hohenfin- 
the estate near Eberswalde

It is estimated, for example, that 
there are 3,000 saloons operating in 
New York and Brooklyn, where 
liquor may be bought by those who 
are fortunate enough, or uniortu- 
nate enough, as the point of view 
may dictate, to be known to the 
bartender. Assuming, for the sake 
of a hypothesis from which to work, 
that each one of these places selis 
ten gallons of liquor each day, we 
find that the amount of liquor sold 
over the bars or tables in New York 
saloons and speakeasies totals 44,- 
800,000 quarts per year. 

Approximately $2,000,000 worth ot 
liquor. from ‘such places has been 
seized and analyzed thus far, anu 
it has been found that more than 
96 per cent of it is synthetic hovtth, 
home-made stuff trom a nearby stili 
or a simple mixture of prune juice 
and alconol or some other equally 
simple and vicious mixture. it 
seems not unreasonable to infer that 
the ratio is about the same in sa- 
loons and blind pigs all over the 
ceuntry. Jf that be true, what has 
‘the 160,000,000 quarts of liquor in 
bonded berm iinggtne + got to do with 
the blind pig trade? 

20,500,000 Quarts Smuggled. 

The bonded stuff that is being 
sold goes largely to men of some 
means who can afford to buy one 
or more .cases for their own use. 3v 
then, if the bonded stuff were pro- 
tected all according to law and sold 
only fur medicinal purposes, the 
moneyed man would find himself 
unable to buy good liquor? Not 
necessarily 

A reporter for The Detroit Valiy 
News, who made an exhaustive 
study of the smuggling across the 
river from three small Ontario 
towns most immediately opposite 
Detroit, states that 20,500,000 quarts
